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Emergency Farm Loans Axed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration has shut 
off emergency disaster loans to 
farmers in another move to 
hold federal spending to the 
$250-billion ceiling the Presi- 
dent has imposed. 


The Farmers Home Adminis- 


tration was ordered Wednesday 
to halt the flow of loans to 
farmers in counties designated 
disaster areas as a result of se- 
vere weather damage to crops, 
livestock and other property. 


The Agriculture Department 


said FHA field offices were in- 
structed to stop accepting ap- 
plications fur aid in counties 
where the loans had been avail- 
able for 60 days or more, and 
in other counties, when the two- 
month deadline expires. 


George C. Knappl, an FHA 


assistant administrator, said he 
had no idea how much money 
the government might save by 


the order. 


Emergency FHA loans since 


July 1 totaled $79 million to 15,- 
855 borrowers as of Nov. 30. A 
total of $140 million in emer- 
gency assistance had been proj- 
ected for the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 


But other USDA sources put 


the figure much higher, per- 
haps near $600 million by next 
summer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration is plan- 
ning changes in its v age-price 
controls, but it still doesn't 
know what to do about rising 
food costs. 


Treasury 
Secretary George 


P. Shultz said Wednesday that 
if it weren't for rising food 
prices, inflation would have 
subsided enough to justify a 
wage increase guideline lower 
than the current 5.5 per cent. 


Economics officials said the 


administration probably will 
change the profit-margin rule, 
phase out rent controls and 
change the coverage 
of the 


wage-price control program. 


Administration 
officials are 


consulting with labor and busi- 
ness leaders in advance of the 
changes. 


But rising food prices appar- 


ently have everyone baffled. 


"If you had to pick one 


theme running through the con- 
sultations, 
there were 
three 


problems mentioned—food, food 
and food," said Donald Rums- 
feld, director of the Cost of Liv- 
ing Council. 


A high council source said 


that whatever decisions mare 
made on food costs, controls on 
farm products probably would 
be avoided. 


Shultz said the administration 


would try to increase food sup- 
plies while keeping farm in- 
comes steady. 


Among the measures being 


considered, a source said, are 
increased acreage allotments, 
revised farm subsidy policies, 
and changes in tariffs and im- 
port quotas. 


Shultz said any single action 


would not solve the problem. 


How the profit-margin rule 


will be changed was not dis- 
closed, but the council source 
said the existing rule can't be 
retained. 


It provides that a company 


cannot exceed its percentage of 
profit recorded during the best 


two of the three fiscal years 
prior to the August 1971 wage- 
price freeze. 


Businessmen 
have 
com- 


plained that profits were not 
good in those years, which 
leaves them in a low profit po- 
sition now. 


While profit margins may be- 


come a little more liberal, the 
administration is reluctant to 
do anything about controlling 
interest rates, Shultz told news- 
men. 


Shultz said the administration 


is looking into some measures 
to moderate 
interest rates 


should they continue climbing. 
But he said the best way to 
control them is through reduc- 
ing inflation.

But the cutoff will be much 


earlier, Jan. 15, for loans in 
some areas designated by Nix- 
on this year, including much of 
the Eastern seaboard hit by 
Tropical Storm Agnes and the 
flood-swept Rapid City, S.D., 
area.

In its brief announcement, 


USDA said the loan shutdown 
"was taken to counteract in- 
flationary pressures" and to 
keep the federal budget within 
a $250-billion limit set by Nixon 
for the current fiscal year.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 


announcement this week that 
the administration has ended 
further REAP contracts as of 
Dec. 
22 is causing vibrations 


throughout Agriculture Depart- 
ment agencies which work with 
the populat conservation pro- 
gram.

servation Service, which pro- 
vides technical assistance to 
farmers and conservation dis- 
tricts, say some substantial cut- 
backs in field operations can be 
expected.

will be cut in some areas where 
other farm programs are not 
large. 


Department budget officials 


say, however, it is too early to 
estimate how many jobs will be 
affected by the cutback. REAP 
— the Rural Environmental As- 
sitance Program—was to have 
produced about $140 million in 
federal payments to farmer's 
next year for carrying out ap- 
proved conservation practices.

Saturation Bombing 
Attacks Continuing

It is often too true that, in searching for 


beauty in other locales, we miss some 
pretty spectacular things right in our 
own home town. 


In the spring, thousands of people go to 


see the "Dogwood Trail" in Palestine 
and the "Bluebonnet Trail" around 
Ennis, but how many of us have noticed 
the red oak trees that spread their 
branches in winter splendor right here? 
We have just passed the perfect season to 
see the trees, as they are showed their 
brilliant bright-red to meilow-gold leaves 
all around Corsicana. 


These trees, as Mrs. Maud Elliott 


Arnold says, are indigenous to this area, 
and thrive wherever they are planted 
here with the proper care. Mrs. Arnold is 
the widow of the late Dr. Matthew 
Arnold, renewed educator, lecturer, and 
former pastor of the Third Avenue 
Presbyterian Church here. 


She reminds us that Corsicana is 


"officially" a red oak town. 


The movement to beautify the town 


was started in 1938, when the Better 
Gardens Club, of which Mrs. Arnold was 
vice-president at the time, decided on the 
theme "Let's make Corsicana a Red Oak 
Town." The Club was joined soon by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the City 
Planning Committee, and an expert was 
located to help in the planting of the 
trees. 


The first trees were planted around the 


Third Avenue Presbyterian Church. 
Then Frank Drane and Ed Harris, Sr., 
planted others at their homes. They were 
followed by Felix DeLafosse and N. 
Suttle Roberts. Mr. Roberts' daughter, 
Diana, planted an acorn from their first 
tree and grew a second tree "from 
scratch," in front of their house on Third 
Avenue. 


After this, things began to snowball in a 


most encouraging way, Mrs. Arnold 
recalls. The Chamber of Commerce, 
under the directorship of Dick Knight, 
purchased 1,000 trees in 1939. 


They arranged the young saplings in 


neat rows on the First Baptist Church 
parking lot and offered them gratis to 
anyone who would plant them. 


The response was tremendous; at least 


500 tree-lovers called to reserve red oaks 
in advance, and eventually all were given 
away. Then The Daily Sun printed an 
article telling in detail how to plant and 
care for the trees. Soon, Red Oaks began 
to spring up all over Corsicana. 


It was with deep embarrassment (after 


I had talked to Mrs. Arnold) that I opened 
my eyes and saw the beautiful trees I had 
driven past many times without even 
stopping to look. It was with even deeper 
embarrassment that I found that one of 
the most beautiful red oak trees is right 
in the front yard of my own father and 
mother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. H. L. 
Roberts, at 1012 West Third Avenue. 


Other places where the trees grow in 


profusion are on First, Second, other 
places on Third, Fourth, and Fifth 
Avenues. Westminster Presbyterian 


Church is ringed with these red-and-gold 
beauties. There are also some lovely ones 
on Thirty-first and Thirty-eighth Streets. 


Mrs. Arnold emphasized that these 


trees should continue to be planted. 
Young couples (and those of us who 
aren't so young) who want to have lovely 
landscaping in their yards should plant 
the red oak tree, which are not only 
beautiful in maturity, but also will be 
beautiful within two years of planting. 
They have a life span of more than fifty 
years and are noted for their resistance 
to disease and insects. In summer the 
leaves are deep green, but it is in winter 
that the red oak shows itself in its most 
spectacular foliage. 


Ask your local nurseryman about how 


to plant and care for these trees; and, for 
goodness' sake, look at them. Don't be as 
I was, driving past them without even a 
casual glance. 


And better yet, plant some. Let's really 


make Corsicana what the Garden Club 
started in 1938, a "red oak town." 


City Crews Add 
Catch-up Days 


City Sanitation Department crews 


will work Saturday and again 
Monday, New Year's Day, to catch 
up on all the refuse that has

trees, Dick Ballenger, public works 
director, announced Thursday. 


Ordinarily, the crews do not work 


Saturday, and it had been planned to 
give them the New Year's Day 
holiday with other city employes. 


There was no pick-up Monday, 


Christmas Day, and crews began 
Tuesday on garbage collection 
routes they normally collect Mon- 
days. 


Ballenger said the City will con- 


centrate Saturday and again next 
Wednesday on picking up discarded 
Christmas trees and "unbelievable 
quantites of leaves" bagged and 
boxed on parkways. By working 
Monday, the department 
can 


maintain the regular 
garbage 


collection schedules and not fall 
further behind next week, he said. 


The public works director said the 


men will be paid for their "catch- 
up" work Saturday and paid double 
time or given commensurate time 
off for having to work on the Monday 
holiday. 


He pointed out that Corsicana had 


"been pretty well cleaned up during 
the eight-week clean-up campaign, 
"but with the increased output by 
householders of Christmas refuse 
and fallen leaves, and not having a 
Christmas Day pick-up had stacked 
up the workload facing the depart- 
ment." 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. bomb- 


ers kept up saturation air at- 
tacks against the Hanoi and 
Haiphong areas today, and the 
U.S. Command announced the 
loss of two more B52 bombers 
and a big res cue helicopter. 


Six men were reported miss- 


ing in one of the B52s, raising 
to at least 81 the total number 
of Americans missing, killed or 
captured in the air attack on 
the North Vietnamese heart- 
land that began Dec. 18. Two 
other Americans were killed 
aboard a Navy destroyer hit by 
shore fire. 


The attack on the heavily de- 


fended Hanoi and 
Haiphong 


areas resulted in the heaviest 
weekly American casualties in 
nearly two years. The U.S. 
Command's weekly casualty 
summary 
today said 
seven 


Americans were killed in action 
last week, 73 were missing and 
29 were wounded. Four of the 
dead were killed in air oper- 
ations in Laos, the Command 
said. 


North Vietnam said 
again 


that it would not yield to the 
heaviest air assaults of the 
war, which have left much of 
greater Hanoi and Haiphong in 
flames and rubble, according to 
a bomb-damage report by the 
U.S. Command. 


The North Vietnamese For- 


eign Ministry said waves of B52

Hanoi claimed five more B52 


bombers were shot down, in- 
cluding four in' the Hanoi area, 
and several crewmen were cap- 
tured. 


The U.S. Command said one 


B52 was hit over North Viet- 
nam and crashed early today 
near the Nakon Phanom Air 
Base in northeastern Thailand. 
The six crewmen parachuted 
and were rescued. 


Another B52 was shot down in 


the Hanoi area Tuesday, the 
Command said. The six crew- 
men were listed as missing. 


The Air Force CH53 helicop- 


ter crashed in Laos'Wednesday 
after it was hit during a rescue 
operation in North Vietnam, the 
communique said. The crew 
was rescued, but one man was 
wounded. 


The U.S. Command now has

cials said more trucks were 
needed to get the food to 19 dis- 
tribution points set up outside 
the city to draw persons away 
from the ruins. 


They said supplies were piled 


up at the airport and even in 
the front yard of Gen. Anas- 
tasio Somoza, the country's rul- 
er. 


Lt. Col. Frank Simons, ir 


charge of the U.S. relief pro- 
gram, praised the food dis- 
tribution plan set up by So- 
moza. 


"We would have 
had the 


same problems if this happened 
in any country in the world," 
he said. "The Nicaraguans are 
doing a marvelous job."

mander of the U.S. 518th Com- 
bat Engineer Co., said although 
many of the city's water lines 
had been ruptured and some of 
the cisterns around the city had 
been cracked by the quake Sat- 
urday, some 20 million gallons 
a day could still be provided 
for the greater Managua area.

People who don't have the medical insurance part of Medicare 


because they didn't enroll during the first 3 years they were 
eligible new huve a new chance to enroll, according to David 
Helmer, social security Branch Manager in Corsicana. 


"Previously," Helmer said, "you had to sign up in an 


enrollment period that began within 3 years after you became 
eligible for the medical insurance—or within 3 years after 
your protection stopped because you cancelled. The 3-year 
deadline is eliminated by the new law." 


These people, he said, now can sign up for medical insurance 


in any general enrollment period—January, February, and 
March of every year. 


The basic premium is now $5.80 a month. "But," Helmer said, 


"the monthly premium increases by 10 per cent for every 12- 
month period you could have been enrolled but weren't." 


Under the new law, disabled people newly eligible for 


Medicare benefits and almost everyone who reaches age 65 
after June 1973 will automatically be enrolled for the medical 
insurance part of Medicare unless they say they don't want it. 


"If they do decline the protection," Helmer said, "and later 


decide they want it, they can enroll at any social security office 
during the first 3 months of any year." 


The medical insurance part of Medicare helps pay for doctor 


bills and other medical services. It is funded by individual 
premiums and general revenues of the Federal Government.
